.Water Tax, 
Zone OK'd

Approval last week of the 
formation of a water conserva­ 
tion zone embracing most of the 
West Basin area means a five 
cents tax per $100 assessed val­ 
uation for Torrance residents 

the protection of the West

Formation of the zone was 
approved by the County Board 
of Supervisors at the first and 
final hearing last Friday, ac­ 
cording to Carl Fossette, sec­ 
retary of the West Basin Water 
Association.

The set-up which must be ap-
oved from year to year, will 
effective July 1. It will pro­ 

vide water for continuation of 
the salt-water intrusion tests 
along Manhattan Beach as well 
as to t e s t Hyperion water for 
possible Injection into the bar­ 
rier.

Included In the zone are Tor­ 
rance, Dorninguez, Keystone, 
Palos Verdes, Lomita, Gardena, 
the South Bay Cities, Ingle- 

and adjacent areas.
